Is already a year or two old the Infect- 
ed soil may be mixed with the sol! of 
the field by harrowing or disking (the 
disks being set straight, so as not to 
cut oft tbe alfalfa roots), preferably 
early in tbe spring or after cutting has 
been made. 


The infected soil may be applied in 


any way to get it over the field—as by 
hand (throwing it from the wagon), 
with an end gate f-eoder, if tbe soil is 
dry enough and sufficiently well pul- 
verized, or in any other way which 
may be found conrpnient. 


The results obtained during the past 


year fully confirm the results previous- 
ly reported by the Illinois station con- 
cerning the importance and value of 
Inoculation for alfalfa. The informa- 
tion which we now have strongly in- 
dicates that if it is provided witll the 
proper bacteria alfalfa can be success- 
fully grown on any soil where both 
corn and red clover are successful 
crops.—Professor Hopkins of Illinois.

Barley UK Fee* For Home*. 


Except on tbe Pacific const barley is 


not extensively used as a feed iu the 
United States doubtless owing to the 
fact- that it is in sneh deniand^ for 
brewing purposes that it is high in 
price; Wherever it is grown, however, 
it is frequently possible to secui-e at a 
low cost grain which is off color owing 
to raiti or fog during harvest nnd j 
which for this or some other reason is 
unfit for brewing, but valuable as feed. 
The barley growu on the Pacific coast 
is extensively used in the feeding of 
horses. Its use for this purpose is old 
In other countries. The Arabs fetl their 
horses unground barley, and it is used 
successfully by the Berbers of north 
Africa.; In Kurope its value is general- 
ly recognized. 
Barley may. be fed 


whole to hotses having good-.teeth and 
not, required to do severe work. Sinco 
grownd barley, like•• w.bent, forms a 
pasty mas8.wuen1'.mlsed"with snllva, it 
is regarded as more satisfactory to 
crush than to grind it if for tiny reason 
It Is considered undesirable to feed the 
grain whole.
